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Town signs KP Law 
for legal counsel

WILMINGTON — At a re- 
cent meeting, the Board of 
Selectmen officially intro- 
duced KP Law, P.C. as Wil- 
mington’s new legal counsel. 
The appointment of KP Law, 
which the board ultimately 
yoted 4-1 to approve, had 
drawn controversy at an 
earlier meeting. 

Board Chairman Kevin 

Caira welcomed attorneys 
Mark Reich, Jonathan Sil- 
vérstein, and Joseph Fair to 
the meeting. 
“We had great interviews 
with you and we feel that 
yowre the right firm for Wil- 
mifigton, with the experience 
and the background that you 
have,” Caira said. “We’re 
looking forward to a great 
relationship working and mo- 
ving forward.” 

“Wilmington is a very so- 
phisticated community, (the 
town). has a number of dif- 
ferent issues,” said Reich. 
“We’re just excited to be 
part:of your team, and to be 
available to you, and assist 
you in every matter that 
comes before you.” 

Selectmen Jonathan Eaton 
and Greg Bendel .weleomed 
the firm, and both noted that 
they hoped to see the admin- 
istrator training program 
discussed in interviews. 

Reich responded that the 
firm was open to training on 
several different fronts, and 
categorized their program 


as “...an opportunity to give 
you some tools to kind of get 
ahead of the ball with issues 
that are current, things that 
you need to think about.” 

Selectman Ed Loud added 
that he wanted to see further 
discussion of inclusionary 
bylaw zoning, as had been 
brought up during the inter- 
view process. 

“If we could get that on the 
forefront and get that in our 
next Town Meeting that would 
be great,” Loud said. 

Reich responded that this 
was an attainable goal. 

“(It) shouldn’t be an issue 
to get it on next spring,” he 
said. 

Selectman Michael McCoy, 
who had been the sole mem- 
ber of the board to vote 
against the selection of KP 
Law, said that he was open 
to working with KP Law and 
that his priority remains the 
town. 

“Our best interest is the 
town, and I’m willing to work 
with anybody, any firm, as 
long as it’s in the best inter- 
est of the community,” said 
McCoy. 

As the board moved to vote 
to make the contract official, 
McCoy brought forward a 
second contract from Brooks 
& DeRensis. 

“Before the vote is taken, 
Mr. Chairman, I would hope... 
that everyone did receive that 
email... and I don’t know why 
we wouldn’t want to sign to 
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Selectmen to explore 
changes to Town Meeting

WILMINGTON — Residents 
and.some members of the 
Boafd of Selectmen would 
like to change the annual Town 
Meeting process. There is 
one catch: changes may need 
to be voted upon at annual 
Town Meeting. 

Community member and 
former Selectman Suzanne 
Sullivan spoke during public 
comment at a recent Board of 
Selectmen meeting about the 
“brutal” current Town Meet- 
ing-setup, which takes place 
each year on a Saturday in 
April. 

“There’s been some people 
in’ town, some residents, that 
are concerned about the way 
that-Town Meeting operates, 
that *it’s not conducive for 
today,” Sullivan said. 

She noted that the most re- 
cent. Town Meeting (which 
also included a Special Town 
Meeting as part of its agen- 
da). lasted for over 10 hours. 

Sullivan said that she is 
part of a group of residents 
who want to see changes in 
the setup. She added that 
many nearby towns hold 
their Town Meeting during 
the week, at night.

stated that as a member of 
the Bylaw Review Commit- 
tee, he has been involved in 
talks on the very same issue. 

“During one of our meet- 
ings, I made a motion, and it 
was unanimously support by 
the whole bylaw commit- 
tee... that we explore the 
opportunity of changing the 
Town Meeting on that Satur- 
day... to another Saturday, 
that would be sometime in 
March, when there are no 
sports, and there is no holy 
communion,” said McCoy. 

He noted, though, that sim- 
ply moving the meeting to a 
different Saturday would 
likely incur similar schedul- 
ing conflicts to those seen 
now, with residents having 
both family commitments 
and home responsibilities 
that make weekend schedul- 
ing challenging. 

“I’m hoping that we go one 
step further, maybe have it 
on a Monday, Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday night, 7-10, and have 
a cutoff time,” he said. 

Sullivan added that it is “not 
fair” to expect senior citizens 
to sit in the audience for 10 
hours. 

“Do you have any expecta- 
tion as to when that commit- 
tee will wrap up its work?” 
asked Selectman Jonathan 
Eaton. 

McCoy said that the com- 
mittee is waiting to hear 
back from the Town Clerk, as 
some provisions in the bylaw 
required a discussion with 
town counsel.

1, 1914, sailed from Li- 
verpool, England, the list 
of 1,600 passengers includ- 
ed Mrs. G. H. Eames and 
Miss Eames, but not Fred. 

The Mauretania, known 
as the “Grand Old Lady of 
the Atlantic,” was a 720-ft. 
ship launched in 1906. 
From 1908 to 1920, she held 
the Atlantic Blue Riband 
Medal, as the fastest ship 
in transatlantic service. 
She was capable of 27.5 
knots, a little over 50 
m.p.h. 

Pre-World War I, steam- 
ship companies of England 
and Germany were in a 
grand competition for the 
biggest, fastest and most 
luxurious ocean liners. Air- 
planes were not an option 
for travel; the first transat- 
lantic flight took place in 
1927. Ships were the only 
means of crossing “the 
pond.” 

War was _ spreading 
across Europe, with Eng- 
land and Germany on the 
verge of war. Three days 
after the Mauretania

sailed, Great Britain en- 
tered World War I. Fearing 
attack by German vessels, 
the captain ordered the 
ship to sail in darkness. 
Portholes were covered, 
and canvas covered much 
of the upper ship. 

The voyage was a mad 
dash. The Mauretania pro- 
ceeded at full steam, set- 
ting a record time for the 
crossing, four days 10 
hours. When vessel had 
just passed Nova Scotia, 
the British cruiser Essex 
ordered her into port at 
Halifax. A German ship 
had been reported in the 
area. The Mauretania 
changed course so abrupt- 
ly that many passengers 
feared it was capsizing. 
The Cedric, of the White 
Star line, with about 1,000 
passengers, was also 
escorted to Halifax. 

The two ships arriving 
unexpectedly over- 
whelmed available servic-

FILLED WITH ENGLISH HISTORY: 


By PAIGE IMPINK 
News Correspondent 
paige@yourtowncrier.com 


ur travels took 

us “across the 

pond” recently 

to England. Up- 
on arrival, the first place we 
visited was one of the most 
iconic of English structures, 
the Tower of London. 

The tower, really a collec- 
tion of buildings, is situated 
right on the Thames River, 
and surrounded now by retail 
and high rises which con- 
trast against its history as a 
fort, a palace and a prison. 
We reached the Tower of 
London via the Thames Clip- 
per, a water taxi service 
which uses the Oyster transit 
card. We jumped on at Can- 
ary Wharf and zipped down 
the tidal Thames to Tower 
Pier. 

It is impressive to come 
upon the Tower this way, a 
gleaming white beacon 
built by William the Con- 
queror in 1078 and made of 
limestone, as are many 
structures in the country. 
While it has certainly un- 
dergone renovation and lots 
of scaffolding is evident, it 
is incredible that the struc- 
ture still stands. Remember, 
London was bombed during 
WWII and some buildings in 
the complex did suffer dam- 
age in 1941. 

The Tower is one of the 
most popular and crowded 
London sites so buy your 
tickets online in advance 
and plan to go on a week- 
day. Allow at least three 
hours to see everything, in- 
cluding the magnificent 
crown jewels and take a 
Beefeater-led tour which is 
included in your ticket 
price. Notice the six resi- 
dent ravens, protecting the 
Crown, according to legend. 

The complex spans several 
centuries of British history 
with exhibits and walks with 
interpretive signs along 
with interactive displays. 
We saw Anne Boleyn on the 
way to her execution, and 
toured the White Tower, 
completed in 1097, and the 
chapel of St. John the 
Evangelist, a 900-year old 
space considered one of the 
finest examples of Roman- 
esque architecture in Great 
Britain. 

Coming from a country 
where our oldest freestand- 
ing buildings are from the 
1600s, one really has the 
opportunity to see how the 
world, was_ well-developed 
and thriving far before our 
young country got started. 
(Note: this is not to ignore 
native cultures who were 
well-established in America.) 

Torture is a theme at the 
Tower of London, with many 
devices on display and sev- 
eral implements used to 
meter out medieval punish- 
ments. Whether using the 
rack to stretch people for 
confession, manacles or 


compression devices, tor- 
ture was used in the 1500s 
and 1600s to deal with Cath- 
olic worshippers and politi- 
cal actors as a way to learn 
of co-conspirators. 


Yeoman Warders or Beef-. 


eaters, so named, it is sur- 
mised, for the privilege of 
eating meat as royal guards, 
were charged with this task. 
Today they offer tours daily 
and bring the Tower to life. 
The guides are real British 
armed forces soldiers who 
have served for at least 22 
years and have achieved 
specific additional require- 
ments. 

Tours start every 30 min- 
utes and are great fun. One 
wonders how they manage 
with their heavy wool uni- 
forms and hats in the sear- 
ing summer heat. 

There are numerous life- 
sized animal sculptures scat- 
tered about the property. 
These sculptures are reminis- 
cent of the exotic animals 
known as the Menagerie that 
once roamed the grounds of 
the tower. Henry VIII brought 
animals to the Tower starting 
in 1235 when he created a zoo 
on the grounds. Leopards, 
baboons, elephants and even 
a polar bear were either ac- 


quired or gifted by dignitaries

“The story is completely, 100 
percent, wildly true,” Higgins 
promised.

In an email, she described 
her experience as a hysteri- 
cal story with something for 
everyone. 

“Anyone who has suffered 
loss of any kind, has had a 
broken. heart, or has found 
that soulmate type of love 
will benefit from this story,” 
she wrote. 

The themes, as described, 
include the importance of 
friendship, the power of a goal, 
and the beauty of discovering 
yourself. She believes that 
she’s doing the right thing 
sharing the story, and that it 
could help people who have 
gone or who are going through 
Something similar. 

It’s into the #MeToo Move- 
ment that Higgins launches 
her personal account of ab- 
uSe.

After visiting 
the wall in DC, Devitt felt the 
power and the positivity of 
the experience should be 
shared. The first display of a 
replica wall was in Tyler, 
Texas in October of 1984. Two 
replicas now exist. 

The display here is a com- 
munity event with substan- 
tial local support. Since it is 
a non-profit and no govern- 
ment funding is used, it re- 
quires months of planning 
and generosity from the 
hosts. 

“The Ahern Family Chari- 
table Foundation made a 
substantial donation to help 
get the wall here,” reports 
Lou Cimaglia, Veterans Ser- 
vice Officer. And there is a 
community fund-raising ef- 
fort as well.
